Grand Jury Probe

Being Considered 


DETROIT (AP) — Justice Depart­ 
ment officials are considering whether 
to bring witnesses before a grand jury 
in an effort to crack the Jimmy Hoffa 
mystery, department sources say. 
They gave no indication of who might 
be called. 
Ten days after the former Team­ 
sters union president vanished, FBI 
and state officials were chasing leads, 
but with no public signs of progress. 
The first subpoena in the case was 
authorized Friday by U.S. Atty. Ralph 
Guy. He said he was seeking records of 
telephone calls made from Hoffa’s 
home in Lake Orion, Mich. A special 
grand jury already is sitting in Detroit 
to hear evidence of corruption and 
organized crime. 
Meanwhile, Westinghouse 
Broad­ 
casting reported today that blood 
stains were found on the seat of a car 
owned by Joe Giacalone, the son of 
reputed Mafia figure Anthony “Tony 
Jack” Giacalone, who refused FBI 
requests to submit to an interview. 
Hoffa’s wife said Hoffa told her he was 
going to meet the elder Giacalone and 
others on July 30, the day he was last 
seen. Giacalone denies it. 
Charles “Chuckie” O’Brien, Hoffa’s 
foster son — reportedly a focus of the 
FBI probe — said he drove the car the 
day Hoffa disappeared.

Watergate Mess 


MONTREAL (AP) - Exactly one 
year after Watergate drove Richard 
M. Nixon to resign the presidency, 
form er special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski made sober recollections 
sprinkled with some humor. 
“I was never aware there was such a 
variety of words of hate in the 
messages I received,” he told a packed 
dinner audience at the American Bar 
Association annual meeting Friday 
night. 


He recalled a telegram from a 
colleague which said, “Go to Hell! 
Offensive Letter Follows.” 


He said another message read, “You 
had a rendezvous with history; but you 
blew it.” 


Then 
he 
said 
there 
was 
the 
correspondence from a 15-year-old 
Detroit youth named John Jaworski: 
“Before you came along I did not 
amount to anything, and now even my 
teacher takes note of m e.” 


Jaworski said one couple had named 
their child after him — but two weeks 
later, upset at Jaworski’s stance on the 
issue of a Nixon pardon, they notified 
him they were changing the child’s 
name. 
Jaworski’s mixture of humor and 
seriousness showed how the organized 
bar has adjusted to the scandal that at 
one point spotlighted its ethical sanc­ 
tions and disciplinary procedures, and 
prompted a review of both that is still 
under way. 
While Watergate dominated last 
year’s meeting, this year there is only 
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dried fish blood. O’Brien said he was at 
the home of a local union official 
delivering a frozen salmon at about the 
time Hoffa vanished. 
The FBI had no comment on the 
report, and would neither confirm nor 
deny that it has issued a search 
warrant to examine Giacalone’s car. 
O’Brien switched allegiances from 
Hoffa to his arch-rival, Teamsters 
union President Frank E. Fitz­ 
simmons, a source close to the in­ 
vestigation said. 
O’Brien was questioned for 3*6 hours 
on Wednesday by the FBI. 
Several investigators said Friday 
their prime theory in the case is that 
Hoffa was kidnaped or killed to 
prevent an expected attem pt t6 
recapture leadership of the 2.2-million- 
member Teamsters union from Fitz­ 
simmons. The theory is as yet un­ 
supported by any known evidence. 
In Washingtonville, N.Y., longtime 
Hoffa friend Theodore Daley said he 
had been interviewed for two hours by 
FBI agents on Thursday.

“I believe he’s alive, knowing Jim 
Hoffa and the circumstances around 
his disappearance.

Jaworski said, “The result would 
have been a chapter in our history 
books charging that our courts were 
ineffective and indolent. Respect for 
the administration of justice ... would 
have received a serious setback. Men 
in high places, whose sentences have 
become final, would have escaped the 
arm of the law.” 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — One of the 
nation’s largest meat packers and its 
chief executive have been indicted on 
charges of conspiring to defraud 
livestock raisers in 13 states of more 
than $20 million. 
The charges were contained in a 105- 
count indictment handed down Friday 
by a federal grand jury, culminating 
an eight-month probe by federal of­ 
ficials. 
Named in the indictment were 
American Beef Packers, Inc. (ABP), 
Omaha; its wholly owned subsidiary, 
Beefland International, Inc., Council 
Bluffs, Iowa; ABP founder and 
President Frank R. West; and Robert 
Iiee, BP vice president for livestock 
procurement. 
West and Donald Carlson, the 
manager of ABP’s Omaha plant, were 
also named in a second indictment 
charging them with bribing federal 
meat graders working in ABP and 
Beefland plants. 
Carlson was indicted earlier this 
year for allegedly perjuring himself 
before the grand jury during its in­ 
vestigation of the bribery charges. 
Neither West nor Lee were available 
for comment, but West’s attorney, 
Arthur O’Leary, said, “I think this is a 
sick indictment.” 
O’teary said the claims could “sink 
every creditor of American Beef and 
the whole company.” 
West and Lee remained free. U.S. 
Atty. Daniel Wherry said he expects 
them to be arraigned late this month.

charges 
the 
defendants with making large cattle 
and hog purchases when they knew 
Beef Packers could not pay for them. 
It alleges the conspiracy began 
began June I, 1974, and culminated 
Jan. 7, when Beef Packers filed for 
protection and reorganization under 
Chapter ll of the U.S. Bankruptcy Act.

Tax Workers 
Face Layoffs 
Next Week 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Department of Taxation has notified 
109 workers they will be laid off next 
week and predicted another 200 will be 
out of jobs soon. 
The layoffs next Thursday and 
Friday will include 98 tax com­ 
missioner agents, 
the 
department 
said. 
Deputy Tax Commissioner Norma 
W. 
Schmitt said the action was 
required because the department is 
$2.4 million underfunded by the Ohio 
General Assembly for the coming 
year. 
“The longer we go without layoffs, 
the more we’ll have to lay off in the 
long run,” Schmitt said. He said more 
layoffs are being studied and will be 
ordered as soon as the cost of unem­ 
ployment benefits and unused vacation 
time are computed. 
Schmitt said the department is a 
revenue producer, bringing in $8 for 
every dollar spent. He said the layoffs 
will bring the department staff to 
under 1,100. 
Schmitt said he has hopes the 
legislature will approve a $2 million 
supplemental budget, reducing the 
need for additional layoffs. He said 
recalled workers wouldn’t in all 
probability be called back. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes has said 
around $3,000 state employes will have 
to be laid off because of cuts in budget 
requests.

CLEVELAND,Ohio (A P )- The new 
director of the Ohio littery , Col. 
Robert M. Chiaramonte, has been told 
to make the lottery “above reproach” 
by Gov. James A. Rhodes who ap­ 
pointed the former superintendent of 
the Highway Patrol. 


The governor selected Chiaramonte 
after Robert S. Malaga quit Friday as 
director in a dispute centering on 
charges of political chicanery by 
lottery officers and employes and 
countercharges that Rhodes wanted 
his own people running the lottery. 


Chiaram onte, 54, of Columbus, 
retired in April after IO years as 
superintendent. He said he would 
assume his post Monday. 
“We’re 
not 
only 
going 
to 
do 
everything right but we’re going to 
look right in everything we do,” 
Chiaramonte said about his new job. 
“When you’re dealing with public 
funds and the public trust you have to 
be super right.” 
In announcing the appointment, 


Rhodes said, “Ohio’s lottery must be 
above reproach. It must not only be 
clean; it must look clean in order to be 
worthy of the trust of Ohioans.” 
Malaga retired after he asked the 
lottery commission to fire deputy 
director, Jam es Dickerson, at a 
special meeting Thursday. 
In a sometime heated session, the 
com m issioners 
refused 
to 
fire 
Dickerson and criticized Malaga for 
not communicating with his subor­ 
dinates and for not exercizing proper 
leadership. 
The lottery has been in a state of 
turmoil recently over charges of 
political activities by employes on the 
behalf of Dickerson, who is on a leave 
of absence to run for mayor of 
Cleveland. Other charges include 
irregularities in one drawing and in the 
leasing of lottery automobiles; the 
purchase of liquor with lottery funds 
and family ties between the lottery’s 
public relations director and two firms 
doing business with the lottery. 
The Republican Rhodes, who had 


appointed Malaga, also has asked for 
the resignation of the five com­ 
missioners. The commissioners were 
appointed by a Democratic governor. 
Dickerson has charged that behind 
the lottery’s power struggle was 
Rhodes’ effort to replace the com­ 
mission “with his own men.” 
Before he announced the ap­ 
pointment of the new director, Rhodes 
said he would ask the legislature to 
revise the law to give the lottery 
director more authority. 
But David Leahy, commission 
chairman, said he favors the present 
system because it provides for checks 
and balances. “As I see view it over 18 
months,” Leahy said, “the executive 
director can still work with the com­ 
mission if he will merely keep them 
advised and ask for what he wants with 
documentation.” 
Chiaram onte also pledged co­ 
operation with the commissioners. He 
said he would first examine his new job 
and then “we’ll run things the way 
they ought to be run.”

They may also be of­ 
fered with other items. 
The charters will be organized by 
independent tour operators and sold 
directly 
by 
them. 
There 
is 
no 
requirement that purchasers belong to 
any organization or social club. 
The charters will cut the cost of air 
vacations drastically in some in­ 
stances. 
Examples prepared by American 
Airlines showed that travelers could go 
from New York to Honolulu on a 
charter flight and stay seven nights for 
as little as $361. The regular coach air 
fare for that trip is $550.

The President and Mrs. Ford 
scheduled an anniversary celebration 
dinner party with Vice President and 
Mrs. Nelson A. Rockefeller and five of 
the Rockefellers’ children. The Ford’s 
son, Jack, 23, also may attend, a White 
House spokesman said. 


The Fords will fly to Vail Sunday 
with stops en route at Fort Smith and 
Ft. Chaffee, Ark. 
But Ford, who says he is in his best 
physical shape ever, won’t just settle 
for vacationing. He plans to break up 
his two-week stay with side trips into 
seven states for 13 public appearances. 
But for at least the first week Ford 
intends to relax, devoting a lot of time 
to his favorite sports and socializing 
with friends he has known from visits 
to Vail over the past IO years. 
Though Ford prefers Vail in its 
wintertime splendor as a ski resort, he 
also finds its summer sports, including 
swimming, golf and tennis much to his 
liking.

Now that the 1975 Ohio wheat crop 
has been harvested, it’s a good time to 
look back on the season and see what 
we’ve learned that will help us with the 
1976 crop, says Walter Jones of the 
Ohio Seed Improvement Association. 


Overall, Jones says, the 1975 wheat 
harvest has been good. In many areas 
farmers were able to harvest on time 
or a little early. Most yields were 
good; in fact, some yields were ex­ 
cellent — reportedly as high as 70, 80, 
and even 90 bushels per acre. 


During the season, diseases were 
present, but not as serious as in 
previous years, Jones explains. For 
example, “ take-all” was present, but 
was not nearly as serious as last year. 
Scab was reported, but with a couple 
of exceptions, was of low severity. 
Mildew was prevalent, but did not 
reduce yields. I>eaf rust occurred late 
and of moderate severity so did not 
noticeably reduce yields. Spindle 
streak mosaic was wide spread early 
when the weather was cool. Studies are 
being made to determine how great a 
factor this disease is in reducing 
yields. 
To consider how these diseases 
affect the wheat varieties commonly 
grown in Ohio, Jones suggests looking 
at a few of the diseases affect the 
wheat varieties.

If you’ve been thinking about 
building a farm pond, you're not alone, 
since about 2,000 new ponds are built 
each year to add to the existing 50,000 
in Ohio farms. 


Farm ponds serve many purposes. 
They 
provide 
fire 
protection, 
recreation and offer scenic value. 
Water from the pond may be used for 
irrigating, with a one acre pond sup­ 
plying water for five acres of land, 
according 
to 
M elville 
Palm er, 
Extension Agricultural Engineer at 
The Ohio State University. 
Pond water is used prim arily for 
watering livestock but can furnish 
drinking water for human beings, if 
special filtering and disinfecting 
systems are installed. Anyone con­ 
sidering using a pond for this purpose 
should consult the local sanitarian in 
the county health department, since 
the pond and watershed must be 
planned 
and 
m aintained 
more 
carefully to avoid pollution. 
When planning a good farm pond, 
several points must be considered. 
How will the pond be used? What is the 
soil and topography at the pond site? 
What is watershed size and location? 
How will the pond be managed and 
maintained after it is built? What 
assistance is available in planning and 
building the pond? 
Avoid a large watershed - over 50 
acres in size. A 10 to 20 acre watershed 
is adequate to supply a one acre pond 
iminimum size for good fishing). The 
watershed should be located on the 
owners property, where he can control 
it, and away from sources of pollution 
such as barnyards, septic tank 
systems and orchards where there are 
toxic sprays. 
Clay soil is best suited to a farm 
pond. The pond should be built in a 
deep, narrow valley or ravine, or 
across a shallow waterway or hillside. 
A pond can also be built on a more 
level land if the water is pumped into it 
from a stream or ditch. 
Good management and maintenance 
is important for algae and weed 
control, fish management and care of 
the spillways and watershed. Many 
good farm pond contractors in Ohio 
can help in planning a pond. 
The District Conservationist in each 
county’s Soil and Water Conservation 
D istrict 
can 
provide 
technical 
assistance on pond construction. A 
leaflet on Pond 
Construction and 
Extension bulletin 374 - Ohio Pond 
Management - are available at the 
Extension Office.

Increased 
returns to the combine operator, when 
reducing losses from 10 per cent to 3 
per cent are $50 per hour when beans 
are $6 a bushel and harvesting 3 acres 
per hour. Nationally, predictions are 
that we will harvest 56.5 million acres 
of soybeans this fall, 
Byg 
said. 
Reducing these harvest losses to 3 per 
cent would provide an additional 100 
million bushels of beans worth $600 
million to the agricultural economy. 
New combine header designs strive 
to reduce shatter loss, stubble loss and 
loose stalk loss, Byg said. Air-jet 
guards in conjunction with the flexible

developed by agricultural engineers at 
the University of Illinois. These air-jet 
guards, located about 8 inches ahead of 
the flexible floating cutterbar, provide 
a curtain of air to blow loose beans and 
stalks up and into the combine header, 
losses can be kept at the 3 per cent 
level, even in beans as dry as 10 per 
cent moisture.

If you’ve been thinking about 
building a farm pond, you’re not alone, 
since about 2,000 new ponds are built 
each year to add to the existing 50,000 
iii Ohio farms. 


Farm ponds serve many purposes. 
They 
provide 
fire 
protection, 
recreation and offer scenic value. 
Water from the pond may be used for 
irrigating, with a one acre pond sup­ 
plying water for five acres of land, 
according 
to 
Melville 
Palm er, 
Extension Agricultural Engineer at 
The Ohio State University. 
Pond water is used primarily for 
watering livestock but can furnish 
drinking water for human beings, if 
special filtering and disinfecting 
systems are installed. Anyone con­ 
sidering using a pond for this purpose 
should consult the local sanitarian in 
the county health department, since 
the pond and watershed must be 
planned 
and 
maintained 
more 
carefully to avoid pollution. 
When planning a good farm pond, 
several points must be considered. 
How will the pond be used? What is the 
soil and topography at the pond site? 
What is watershed size and location? 
How will the pond be managed and 
maintained after it is built? What 
assistance is available in planning and 
building the pond? 
Avoid a large watershed - over 50 
acres in size. A IO to 20 acre watershed 
is adequate to supply a one acre pond 
(minimum size for good fishing). The 
watershed should be located on the 
owners property, where he can control 
it, and away from sources of pollution 
such as barnyards, septic tank 
systems and orchards where there are 
toxic sprays. 
Clay soil is best suited to a farm 
pond. The pond should be built in a 
deep, narrow valley or ravine, or 
across a shallow waterway or hillside. 
A pond can also be built on a more 
level land if the water is pumped into it 
from a stream or ditch. 
Good management and maintenance 
is important for algae and weed 
control, fish management and care of 
the spillways and watershed. Many 
good farm pond contractors in Ohio 
can help in planning a pond. 
The District Conservationist in each 
county’s Soil and Water Conservation 
D istrict 
can 
provide 
technical 
assistance on pond construction. A 
leaflet on Pond Construction and 
Extension bulletin 374 - Ohio Pond 
Management - are available at the 
Extension Office.

Fertilizer Prospects Im prove 


U.S. production of nitrogen fertilizer 
is expected to increase 6 per cent and 
phosphate gain by 12 per cent in the 
1975-76 season, and the world fertilizer 
supply outlook is improving, according 
to Roy Dunkle, Chairman of the 
Pickaway 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service 


“The rise in nitrogen and phosphate 
production, that has been in short 
supply, compares with perhaps a 4 per 
cent consumption increase in the 
U.S.,” Mr. Dunkle said. However, 
virtually no gain in consumption for 
the rest of 1975 is expected by some 
industry experts, according to a recent 
publication, the World Agricultural 


Situation, issued by the USDA’s 
Economic Research Service. 


The fertilizer demand yi the U.S. last 
fall was not strong, and permitted 
inventories to build up somewhat over 
the low levels of last year, the report 
said.

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Soybean Harvest Losses 
Could Be Reduced

Soybean harvesting losses that 
normally average IO per cent of yield 
can can now be reduced to 3 per cent 
with the use of new and improved 
gathering heads for the grain combine. 
That report was given by Delbert M. 
Byg, Ohio State University Extension 
Agricultural engineer, speaking at the 
World Soybean Conference at the 
University of Illinois. Byg outlined the 
results of various research studies by 
agricultural engineers throughout the 
country on concepts for reducing 
soybean harvest losses. The resear­ 
chers he said all agreed that the 
conventional combine grain header 
needs improvement. Ohio, Illinois, and 
Iowa studies show that header losses 
represent between 81 and 92 per cent of 
the total harvesting loss. And, as 
conventional headers increase in 
width, the percentage of the total loss 
at the header increases. 
The economic incentive for im­ 
proved soybean harvesting is quite 
substantial, Byg said. Increased 
returns to the combine operator, when 
reducing losses from IO per cent to 3 
per cent are $50 per hour when beans 
are $6 a bushel and harvesting 3 acres 
per hour. Nationally, predictions are 
that we will harvest 56.5 million acres 
of soybeans this fall, Byg said. 
Reducing these harvest losses to 3 per 
cent would provide an additional IOO 
million bushels of beans worth $600 
million to the agricultural economy. 
New combine header designs strive 
to reduce shatter loss, stubble loss and 
loose stalk loss, Byg said. Air-jet 
guards in conjunction with the flexible 
floating 
cutterbar 
have 
been 
developed by agricultural engineers at 
the University of Illinois. These air-jet 
guards, located about 8 inches ahead of 
the flexible floating cutterbar, provide 
a curtain of air to blow loose beans and 
stalks up and into the combine header. 
Losses can be kept at the 3 per cent 
level, even in beans as dry as IO per 
cent moisture. 
A soybean-puller has been developed 
at Purdue University. This row unit 
uses waffle type belts to hold the bean 
stalks, as low pressure tires lift the 
bean stalks from the ground. Losses 
were at the 3 per cent level, but the 
problem with dirt on the bean roots 
requires additional work. 
Agricultural engineers at the 
University 
of 
Minnesota 
have 
evaluated a variety of gathering 
systems such as a belt gatherer, 
cylindrical rollers and a floating 
draper extension. Each of these 
reduced losses, but the floating draper, 
extension appeared to be the most 
suitable.

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the cutterbar, floated on the ground 
between the rows of beans and 
collected most of the loose beans and 
stalk losses.

The flexible floating cutterbar used 
in conjunction with a pick-up type reel 
and a reel height control has been 
evaluated in Ohio, Illinois and Canada, 
and because of its ability to cut bean 
stalks close to the ground, has 
significantly reduced header losses. 
Agricultural engineers in industry 
have also been working on new header 
designs and cutting mechanisms. One 
major company introduced a belt type 
now gathering unit with a rotary knife 
that reduces header losses to the 4 per 
cent range and permits faster than 
normal ground speeds. 
Byg said the trend to growing 
soybeans in narrower rows and to 
drilling solid would require a header 
that would handle any combination of 
row spacings, including beans that are 
drilled solid. 
State Layoffs 
Political? 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
Civil Service Employes Association 
charged Thursday that the state ad­ 
ministration’s 2 per cent across-the- 
board budget cuts and subsequent 
layoffs were politically motivated. 
Karl E. Stewart, OCSEA executive 
director, said in a statement the action 
was prompted by “that old stigma of 
keeping the public work force at the 
same political dial tone as the current 
administration.” 
Stewart contended the state payroll 
showed a net lass of about 1,000 em­ 
ployes from February through April, 
while 600 new workers were added in 
May and June. 
“ Taxpayers’ 
money 
and 
the 
livelihood of regular employes and 
their families are being prostituted by 
low quality management of state 
government,” Stewart said. 
While the state has projected about 
3,000 state workers would lose their 
jobs during August in an economy 
move, Stewart said, the general fund 
surplus increased by $100 million in the 
first six months of the year.

Consumption of these three 
commodities are estimated to increase 
6.3 per cent, 5.2 per cent and 5.0 per 
cent respectively, Mr. Dunkle said. He 
said potash supplies should be suf­ 
ficient, if existing Canadian capacity 
can be quickly restored to nearer its 
potential. 
International short-term prices for 
urea recently declined from $350-$360 
per ton to $190 per ton in a 30-day 
period. Industry sources indicate that 
spot prices for urea have declined to 
about $150 or $160, the ERS publication 
noted.

The leather look is really in for fall, 
for both men’s and women’s clothing. 
If you choose to sew in leather, or 
leather-like fabrics, choose simple 
patterns. If you are using real hides, 
choose patterns with smaller pieces 
which will “fit” the hide. Several 
leather-like fabrics are available on 
the market. The following are a few 
simple guidelines to keep in mind when 
sewing a leather garment. 


Make all pattern alterations before 
cutting. This will prevent ripping out 
stitching later, which will leave 
marks. Keep fabric rolled until ready 
to use to prevent creasing. 
This fabric can be cut by regular or 
electric scissors. Thin pins are 
recommended. Pin inside the seam 
allowances or use cellophane tape to 
hold pattern pieces in place. Mark 
construction details on the wrong side 
of 
the 
fabric 
with 
chalk 
or 
dressmaker’s carbon and a smooth- 
edged tracing wheel. Ultrasuede has a 
nap direction so all pattern pieces 
must be placed in the downward 
direction of the nap. Do not fold the 
cloth. I jay the pattern on single 
thickness. 
Use a polyester or silk thread of No. 
50 size. For seams use 10-12 per inch, 
for top stitching, 5-9 per inch. Stitch at 
moderate speed. Since needle holes 
remain, basting should be done with 
No. 14 needle and No. 80 thread. Tie the 
thread ends as backstitching can make 
needle holes too large. 
Use as few darts as possible and 
make them long. Sew the dart line 
straight from point to outside. To avoid 
dimpling at the point, trim fabric on 
the inside of the dart to the fabric 
surface at the dart point. 
To 
strengthen the dart, open it and at the 
point place a small circle of heat 
mending cloth. 
Seams may be pinned or basted 
within the seam allowance. Use paper 
clips to hold the edges together. On 
real leather, seams are finger pressed 
open and top stitched on both sides of 
the seam line, or the seam allowances 
can be 
glued to remain open. On 
Ultrasuede the use of the new heat set 
fusibles is recommended. 
Farm Export 
Value Up, 
Volume Down 


U.S. farm exports for the period July 
‘74 through May ‘75 were valued at 
$20.2 billion — $604 million more than a 
year ago, according to a report from 
the Foreign Agricultural Service of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. The 
volume of farm exports dropped, 
however. 
“The volume of wheat, feed grains, 
soybeans, cotton, oilmeal, and tobacco 
declined, but increased for rice, 
soybean and cottonseed oil,” Roy 
Dunkel, Chairman of the Pickaway 
County AS CS Committee said. Wheat 
volume was 12 per cent. 4 Higher 
prices more than compensated for 
reduced volume, Mr. Dunkle added. 


Agricultural exports were below last 
year’s value for the third consecutive 
month. May exports of $1.5 billion were 
17 per cent below the May 1974 value. 
Greatest value declines occurred for 
feed grains, soybeans, cotton, and 
animal fats. 
Farm imports during the July-May 
period increased slightly in value, but 
also decreased in volume. Imported 
farm products were valued at $8.75 
billion — up from $8.7 billion last year. 
Volume, however, was down about 9 
per cent. 
“The slight increase in import value 
is attributed to competitive items such 
as sugar, vegetable oils, tobacco, 
grains, fruit, and malt beverages,” 
Mr. Dunkle said, “which more than 
offset widespread declines for other 
commodities.” Import value declines 
included cattle, meat, dairy products, 
hides, wool, cotton, vegetables, edible 
nuts, and wine. 


In applying the fusible, a pressing 
ham or pressing sausage is very useful 
since it confines the area of greatest 
heat pressure directly on the bend of 
the fabric at the desired point.

Use 
cellophane or zipper tape to hold 
zipper in place. Top stitch by hand or 
machine. 
Use interfacings and line ail coats 
and vests with a wash and wear lining. 
When machine stitching lining to 
Ultrasuede, place lining fabric on the 
upper side near the pressure foot. 
Make hems two inches or less. Chalk 
mark hems on wrong side and secure 
with glue or fusible fabric. 
Press lightly on wrong side, using 
low synthetic temperature setting. Use 
a pressing cloth on a well-padded 
board. Pressing marks can be 
removed by brushing. 
Heptachlor, 
Chlordane May 
Still Be Used

Chlordane and heptachlor are not 
banned for use at the present, despite 
recent publicity to that effect. So, don’t 
throw out your supplies, yet. 
The announcement, which was 
really official banning of these 
products, says Dr. Richard L. Miller, 
Extension Entomologist at The Ohio 
State University. There is a set 
procedure that must be followed 
before official 
banning 
of 
the 
manufacture, sale, and use of these 
products can be made final, he says. 
If you have supplies of these 
products on hand, continue to use them 
according to label instructions. Miller 
says if the products are officially 
banned, it is best to use supplies on 
hand through normal needs and uses 
than to dump them in the garbage. 
Miller 
says 
the 
sudden 
an­ 
nouncement of the “banning” of 
chlordane and heptachlor took en­ 
tomologists across the country by 
surprise, as they had no immediate 
knowledge this was going to happen. In 
the past Miller says entomologists 
were always given notice of “Intent to 
Cancel” so, those involved could 
research the impact that banning 
would have on crops and other uses 
and collect information on possible 
substitutes. This information could 
then be presented to hearings and 
courts before official banning of such 
products. 
Miller says entomologists were not 
notified of this “banning,” and until 
proper procedures have been carried 
out for officially banning these 
products, you can continue to use 
chlordane and heptachlor for uses 
listed on the labels

Ford Sees No New 
W atergate Scandals 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford, who came to office a year ago 
because of the Watergate scandal, 
says “there would never be an op­ 
portunity for another Watergate to 
take place” because of an alert news 
media, public and Congress. 
He said the strong American system 
of government enabled the nation to 
survive that “very traumatic period.” 
“If you look at what happened before 
August 9 and what happened since, I 
think you will come to the conclusion 
that the system did work,” Ford said 
in a Public Broadcasting Service 
television interview Thursday night. 
Richard M. Nixon announced his 
resignation from office a year ago 
today because of Watergate, and Ford 
replaced him the next day, Aug. 9. 
Reflecting on his first year in office, 
Ford said he felt the openness of his 
adm inistration had restored the 
confidence of the American people in 
their government, that he had estab­ 
lished a Ford presidency and that he 
was winning the fight against inflation 
and recession. 
Ford said he and his family enjoyed 
the White House, which he called 
a“magnificent home ... a super place 
to live.” But he said “it can be a little 
lonely at times. 
“It also gives you an opportunity to 
focus in on the problems, and it is the 
problems that come with the house 
that make it somewhat difficult at 
times to really relax and enjoy 
yourselves.” 
The President, reminded by an in­ 
terviewer that many had regarded him 
as an interim president when he took 
office, was asked if he had established 
a Ford presidency. 
“I think we have gradually put 
together a domestic program and a 
foreign policy that can be identified as 
a Ford administration,” he replied. 
“As we move in the next 12 to 14 
months I think it will become more and 
more evident, which, of course, gives 
us an opportunity in the next election 
to lay that record out so the public can 
judge it against any alternative 
programs submitted by the op­ 
position.”

If you turn right on a red traffic light 
after checking the traffic situation, 
you are part of the majority, according 
to a random survey made Thursday 
morning in downtown Circleville. 
Out of 53 drivers questioned, only sue 
have never used the new law. One 
person did not know about it, but said 
he was going to try to remember it now 
that the information had been passed 
on to him. 
The rule, passed by the Ohio State 
legislature about a month ago, states 
that a right turn on red could lawfully 
be made after the driver stops to check 
the traffic and pedestrian situation. 
Reasons for never using the law 
ranged from

arrives. Two females and four males 
have never made the right turn on red. 
The other drivers were continual or 
occasional users of the ruling.

light. 
A few people complained that the 
driver in front of them does not turn, 
when a right turn signal is indicated by 
the driver. 
One man commented, “I honk at 
people, (for not turning,) but they 
don’t know why I’m honking.” 


One person related a time when he 
carefully stopped, made sure there 
was no traffic, then made his turn. 
“The driver behind me went straight 
through the intersection, thinking the 
light had turned green,” he said. 
The man did add that this happened 
when the law was just out, so he hoped 
the person had found out about the 
ruling by this time. 
There were some favorable com­ 
ments on the right turn on red. Many of 
the people said it saved them a lot of 
time. When there was no other traffic 
around, they thought it was more 
sensible than waiting. 
Only one accident has been reported 
as a result of the law. This occurred 
Sunday at the intersection of Nor­ 
thridge Road and Edgewood Dr.

Ho wev er, co mmercial banks and 
fire and casu alty insu rance co mp anies 
hav e sharp ly cu rtailed their p u rchases 
the p ast fiv e y ears. 
Ho u seho lders, m eanw hile, hav e 
rep laced them as the majo r facto r in 
the market, acco u nting fo r 69.2 p er 
cent o f net p u rchases in 1974, and 
remaining an imp o rtant facto r this 
y ear. 
The ho u seho lders’ big entry into the 
market is cau sing so me wo rry in 
financial circles. Already it is 
p ro bably a big facto r in fo rcing so me 
mu nicip al bo rro wing co sts to reco rd 
high lev els and in redu cing the 
liq u idity —o r bu y -sell activ ity — o f the 
market.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Do the 
current Cincinnati Reds rank among 
the best teams in baseball history? 
Johnny Bench thinks so. 
“This could be one of the best teams 
ever in baseball,” the Reds’ catcher 
said of his team, which has opened up a 
huge lead in the National League 
Western Division as well as compiled 
the best won lost record of the 1970s. 
A listing of baseball’s greatest teams 
evokes awed mention of such clubs as 
the old New York Yankees with their 
“Murderer’s Row” and the Brooklyn 
Dodgers of the 1950s, but Bench 
remains unconvinced. 
‘‘Sure I’ve heard about those teams 
and I’m sure they were great. But as 
time goes by, names become bigger 
and bigger. You just don’t know how 
good those teams were,” he said. 
Manager Sparky 
Anderson is 
somewhat more hesitant. 
“I don’t know. If we had Don Gullett 
at his best all year . . . maybe then we 
would be,” said Anderson. “And if we 
had one big hammer out there on the 
mound. I don’t know.” 
At the current pace, Cincinnati 
would finish the season with 108 vic­ 
tories, the most for a National League 
club since 1909, when the Pittsburgh 
Pirates won 110 games. 
In five years, since Anderson took 
over the club, the Reds’ winning 
percentage is the best in baseball.

“ Besides, I didn’t say any thing at 
first because she lo v ed tho se cats so 
much, I wasn’t sure whether she wo uld 
get rid o f them o r m e,” he jo ked. 
But they kept the cats. He go t 
treatment and no w they hav e two 
children, an animal ho spital in the 
city ’s Bridgeto wn sectio n and o ff and

“ It go es back to what my father to ld 
me. ‘If y o u get up in the mo rning and 
hate to go to wo rk, it’s go ing to be a hell 
o f a life. But if y o u’re happy with what 
y o u do in life, y o u do n’t think abo ut the 
5 0 o r 60 ho urs y o u put in.’ 
“ If I didn’t like helping the animals, 
I’d be pretty miserable,” Keller said.

Tug Awai ts Ice Movement 
To Reach Prudhoe Bay 


WAINWRIGHT, Alaska I AP) - The 
giant tug Warrior is like an olive in a 
martini glass trying to find a moving 
room between ice cubes. With about as 
much success. 
The Warrior and its two huge barges 
arrived at this Eskimo village at the 
top of the world J uly 24 on their way to 
the North Slope oil fields from Puget 
Sound. 
They’re still here; they’ll stay here 
until the polar ice blocking the way to 
Prudhoe Bay moves. 
“ This ice isn’t going to melt or 
disintegrate,” say s Warrior skipper 
Thomas R. LeLa Hunt. ‘The ice has to 
move and that’s not going to happen 
until we get the right wind.” 
The right wind is southerly or 
southeasterly, strong enough to push 
the ice pack farther from shore. 
Meanwhile, the Warrior and its 
barges and the remainder of a 10-mile 
flotilla of ships carrying 160,000 tons of 
oil field cargo wait 260 miles short of 
their destination. 
Some of the vessels wait to the south 
for the situation to improve. All told, 


there are 23 tugs and 47 barges with 184 
crew members on the way to the oil 
fields. Their cargoes, modules up to 10 
stories high, create an alien skyline 
along the flat arctic horizon. 
» 
Fresh food is in short supply, books 
and magazines are becoming well 
worn and there has been only one mail- 
call during the wait for the ice to move. 
There won’t be a restocking until the 
flotilla reaches Prudhoe Bay. 
One of the big concerns is the cables 
between the tugs and the barges they 
are towing. The Warrior, a $2 million, 
9 ,000-horsepower supertug, pulls two 
400-foot-long barges. Between them is 
2,7 00 feet of 2%-inch cable. 
The tow lines drag on the abrasive 
bottom while the Warrior is at anchor 
in 30 feet of water. Whenever a big 
chunk of ice bears down on the tug, the 
Warrior is maneuvered to avoid a 
collision. The tug’s two engines run 
day and night. 
“ When that ice hits the boat, you are 
rudely awakened,” one seaman says. 
“ It’s like sleeping in a dungeon with 
someone hammering on the walls.”

Warm weather and fair skies held 
sway over much of the nation today. 
Showers and thundershowers were 
scattered over the Gulf Coast and the 
south Atlantic states, with showers 
reported also over the northern moun­ 
tains of Arizona.

The right wind is southerly or 
southeasterly, strong enough to push 
the ice pack farther from shore. 
Meanwhile, the Warrior and its 
barges and the rem ainder of a 10-mile 
flotilla of ships carrying 160,000 tons of 
oil field cargo wait 260 miles short of 
their destination. 
Some of the vessels wait to the south 
for the situation to improve. All told, 


there are 23 tugs and 47 barges with 184 
crew members on the way to the oil 
fields. Their cargoes, modules up to IO 
stories high, create an alien skyline 
along the flat arctic horizon.

Fresh food is in short supply, books 
and magazines are becoming well 
worn and there has been only one mail- 
call during the wait for the ice to move.
